A new code: of professional ethics was 
adopted this afternoon Ky the Boston 
Bar Association at the quarterly meet- 
ing held at the law library at the Fed- 
eral building. The new code contains 33 
sections dealing with many of the im- 
portant matters which have been under 
discussion by the members of the asso- 
ciation, 

As a rider to the code of ethics adopted 

e association placed on the records the 
fo®wing: “The primary duty of a law- 
yer engaged in public prosecution is not 
to convict, but to see that justice is 
done.” 

President Alfred Hemmenway presided | 
at the meeting, and a large number of | 
the members were present.

charge of its duties, than does the false 
claim often set up by unscrupulous law- 
yers in defense of questionable transac- 
tions, and that it is the duty of a lawyer 


to do whatever he may be able to do to | | 


succeed in winning his client’s claim. 

Other sections of the code adopted 
deal with matters relative to the defence 
of persons accused of crime regardiess of 
the attorney’s opinion of the guilt of the 
accused, taken up in section five, while 
another section deals with the matter 
of attempts to curry favor with juries. 

In this section the new code reads to 
the effect that any such attempts to 
curry favors by fawning flattery or pre- 
tended solicitude for their personal com- 
forts are unprofessional.

station, now somewhat 
in the public eye, has been discussed as 
a possible site for the future Boston 
City tall and the proposed “civie center” 
is a landmark of the Boston of 40 vears 
-ago. In its day it was the last word 
in railroad stations. Not even the Union 
station of Washington has been vaunted 
more highly than was the old Park 
square building at the time of its com- 
pletion, as a palace among railroad 
terminal structures. 

A Boston newspaper of dan. 6, 1875, 
the day after the building was put in 
gervice-~spoke of it as follows: 

“The magnificent edifice which has 
been erected at the foot of Park square 
by the Boston & Providence Railroad 
Corporation for the use of the passengers 
of that popular and successfully man- 
aged railway was formally opened to the 
traveling and general public last evening. 
The eager curiosity of the multitude who 
daily pass over the road, which has been 
restrained these many months, was fully 
appeased. The trains came loaded to 
their fullest capacity—-Conductor Boyd 
bringing 500 in five cars—while hundreds 
remained over till the late trains out, 
and thousands of city folks flocked into 
this modern railway palace, which was 
brilliantly illuminated for the occasion. 
The great hall of the head-house, 180 
feet long and 44 feet wide, was packed 
solid with people. 5000 at least being 
present. 

“The liberal and management 
which has long characterized the Boston 
_& Providence railroad, and made it such 
a favorite with the traveling public that 
it is cited in all parts of the country as 
the model railroad corporation, is here 
seen reflected on every side. Though Bos- 
ton justly proud of her many fine 
railroad stations, this eclipses them all;

in 1900 there was very little difference 
in the aggregate average mileage oper- 
ated by these three systems, that of the 
Pacific having been 5554, the 
St. Paul 6347. and the Chicago & 
Northwestern 5218. During the seven 
intervening years up to the close of the 
last fiscal year, the Missouri Pacific had 
added only 925 miles to its average op- 
erated mileage, bringing it up to 6479; 
the St. Paul had added 1152 miles, mak- 
ing its total 7499, and the Northwestern 
had expanded 2413 miles to 7631. 

Notwithstanding the fact that 
Missouri Pacific shows the smallest in- 
crease in mileage of the three roads, its 
gross earnings per mile of road, 
smaller than those of either the St. Paul 
or Northwestern, recorded the largest 
amount of expansion in the fiscal year 
ended June 30 last, as compared with 
1900. The following shows. the 
gross earnings per mile of road operated 
by the three companies in 1908, as com- 
pared with 1900;

The Missouri Pacific's tonnage and 
number of passengers carried in both 
1908 _and 1900 were smaller than either 
of the other two roads given. As re- 
yards the ‘relative development of ton 
nage by the three systems during the 
seven-year period, however, there is not 
a very pronounced deviation, the Mis- 
souri Pacific property showing a con- 
siderably larger expansion in_ tons 
hauled in 1908, as compared with 1909, 
than did the Northwestern, although 
somewhat less than the St. Paul. Pas- 
senger traffic expansion, at the same 
time, was about on a parity with that 
of the St. Paul, but very much lower 
than that recorded by the Northwestern.

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EDITORIAL 


Boston, Mass., Saturday, April 10, 1909. 
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THE TARIFF bill framed by the ways and 
means committee, under the chairmanship ot 
Sereno E. Payne, was passed in the House 
of Representatives ‘yesterday by an almost 
strict party vote of 217 to 161. Mr. Austin 
of Tennessee, a Republican, voted against the 
measure, while Messrs. Broussard, Estopinal, 
Pujo and Wickliffe, all Democrats of Louisi- 
ana, voted for it, because of its provision 
favorable to the sugar interests. The Demo- 
cratic leader, Champ Clark of Missouri, attempted to have the bill 
recommitted with instructions, but failed. 

The Underwood amendment, taxing one pound hides at 10 per 
cent ad valorem, and the Scott amendment placing a 10 per cent ad 
valorem duty on hides over 25 pounds went down to defeat. The 
ways and means provision placing a tax of $1 a thousand on lumber 
was sustained after a sharp contest. A forced roll call revealed the 
fact that 46 members, Democrats, with the exception of one or two 
Republicans, are against free petroleum. There were some minor 
departures from the ways and means program in other particulars, 
but the general result affords conclusive evidence of the strength 
of the Republican organization in the House, notwithstanding recent 
attempts to disrupt it. 

There is little doubt that the Senate will almost completely 
overhaul the measure as it comes from the House, incorporating in 
lieu of existing ones many important provisions of its own. Antici- 
pation of this, and the knowledge that the bill would come back 
greatly changed, deterred dissatisfied members on the Republican 
side of the House from pressing their amendments. The 
hope has been, and is, that by allowing the incomplete and rather 
crude measure to go to the Senate much time would be saved.

in the public mind of Illinois at the time the vote was taken as to the 
expressed views of those in the leadership of the movement for the 
authorization of the $20,000,000 in state bonds. The development of 
water-power was certainly put forward as a secondary consideration, 
if a most important one. It is very questionable if the bonds would 
lave been voted had it not been understood that the development of 
the ship-canal project was to take precedence of everything else. 

The board of engineers in charge of the survey for the Lakes-to- 
Gulf ship channel has completed its work on the St. Louis-New 
Orleans section and it is understood in Washington that the conclu- 
sions of the board, as represented by its report just completed, are 
favorable to the project for a fourteen-foot channel from Lake Michi- 
ean to the Gulf of Mexico, and that these conclusions have been 
reached after viewing the matter not only in its engineering but in 
iis commercial aspects. It is said, indeed, that the report goes farther 
than this, in that it advances the opinion that a twenty-foot or even a 
twenty-four-foot channel could be made with greater ultimate econ- 
omy than the fourteen-foot channel now proposed. 

In view of this unexpectedly strong indorsement from a con- 
servative source, it will be deplorable if the Illinois Legislature shall 
permit anything to turn it aside from the main proposition. The 
report of the board of engineers, with a bill providing for national aid 
to the ship channel, will come before Congress next December. If it 
shall then appear that the development of water-power rather than 
the promotion of a waterway is the purpose in view at one end of the 
proposed channel, it will be a pretty difficult matter to interest Con- 
gress in the enterprise. In fact, if it shall appear that there is some 
ulterior motive behind the deep-waterway scheme, it is quite certain 
that Congress will not touch it at all. 

In reality, it can be said, we believe, in all candor, that even 
those who are so enthusiastically in favor of water-power develop- 
ment on the Illinois end of the projected ship canal would willingly 
abandon their hobby rather than imperil the main project. These 
people, perhaps, need to be informed and convinced that in matters of 
this kind it is always dangerous to branch off upon side issues. 

Generally speaking, the Lakes-to-Gulf ship-channel project is 
in excellent shape. It promises to become even a greater enterprise 
than its most ardent friends could have hoped for a few years ago. 
There are strong indications, too, that it will develop in another and 
important direction. It is practically certain that before the work on 
the main channel between St. Louis and the Gulf shall have proceeded 
very far, a deep-water channel between St. Louis and Kansas City, on 
the Missouri river, will be provided for. Thus the value of the 
waterway as a means of communication between the great cereal 
district of the interior and the ocean will be immeasurably enhanced. 
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LorD Mor ey has taken a step in India only 
a degree less courageous than that of Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman in granting a 
constitution to the Transvaal and Orange 
River colonies. He has nominated Mr. Sat- 
yendra Prasanna Sinha, a_ distinguished 
Hindu gentleman, who at present occupies 
the position of advocate-general for Bengal, 
to be a member of the vice-regal council, com- 
monly known as the government of India, 
and consisting of the viceroy and six ordinary members, with the 
addition of the commander-in-chief as an extraordinary member. 
l‘or the first time, therefore, in the history of the British raj in India, 
a native statesman will take his seat in the supreme executive council, 
and will become entitled to access to all state documents and secret 
political information. There has been, of course, consid- 
erable opposition to the step taken by Lord Morley—oppo- 
sition which, “coming from the most experienced Anglo- 
Indian officials, has received from the secretary of state the 
most profound attention. The Anglo-Indian official is a product of 
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the empire; there is nothing quite like him in the world. He has 
had to learn to stand alone; to act swiftly and often on his own 
initiative and responsibility; to be the guide, philosopher and friend 
{0 an entire province; he is the lineal descendant of the Roman 
proconsul with an ‘addition of humanity the Roman would have re- 
garded as emotional. To disregard the advice of such men must 
lave been felt by Lord Morley a heavy responsibility. ‘There are 
times, however, when a man standing apart from the traditions and 
perhaps prejudices of a great service sees with a freedom and a 
clearness denied to even the most brilliant members of that service. 

That he is no mere doctrinaire and that he has no sympathy with 
the parliamentary globe-trotter, held up to ridicule by Mr. Kipling, 
has been proved by his handling of the late outburst of sedition in 
sengal. That he is a constructive statesman he has given evidence 
before; and that his latest effort will be crowned with the success 
of welding the empire into a more homogeneous entity must be the 
hope of all those who place the well-being of humanity before 
personal consideration. _ '

ment from week to week jn the business situa- 
tion throughout the country. One line of 
industry will show marked advancement at 
one period and another will show conspicuous 
gain at another time. Presently all will be 
moving forward at an accelerated pace. It is 
believed by some of the country’s most con- 
servative men that the business future of the 
entire world holds brighter promise than at 
any time in history. The United States certainly has reason to hope 
for a better condition of things in the not distant future than ever 
prevailed before. There are so many reasons for this opinion, so 
many indications that vast commercial development is under way, that 
it would require a volume fully to set them forth. 

Of the industrial concerns reporting gains this week the leading 
companies show average operations between 65 per cent and 70 per 
cent of normal, a gain of about 20 per cent as compared with the aver- 
age a year ago. When it 1s considered that many industries during 
the past few years have increased their operating capacity from 25 
to 50 per cent it is easy to see that the business of the country at 
present is going forward on an enormous scale. The Standard Oil 
Company is said to be operating to full capacity. The Corn Products 
Refining Company is reported to be running on a basis of about 85 
per cent of normal. The electric companies are working about 60 
per cent of capacity. The brass works are operating from 65 to 70 
per cent of capacity. The output of the iron and steel mills has

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increased considerably and the consumption of copper is said to be 


much greater at present than has been the case in many months. 

It is pointed out that if business can develop the way it has been 
Going in the tace of the uncertainty of tariff schedules the progress 
of commercial affairs should be much more rapid after the tariff law 
has been enacted and Congress has adjourned. On account of this 
uncertainty it is said that merchandise stocks and other supplies 
directly affected by the tariff are very low in everv mercantile and 
manufacturing establishment. Business in these lines has been of a 
“hand-to-mouth’ character and there have been few transactions of 
large volume because prices depend so directly upon the duties to be 
fixed by Congress. Strong pressure has been brought to bear upon 
the national legislators by President Taft and the larger business 
interests for a speedy settlement of this question and an early enact- 
ment of the law will be a great stimulant to trade.

ly HAS been said that there is no such thing as 
a Russian foreign policy; and if by a foreign 
policy is meant a consecutive and persistent 
direction of national effort to a definite end, 
this is probably the case. This is owing fo 
the fact that the policy of the foreign office 
and the policy of the court are by no means 
synonymous terms, The one represents, or 
Strives to represent, the growing aspirations 
of the nation, as becoming articulate through 
the Duma, the other represents the reactionary, personal, and dynas- 
tic emotions of the palace. The consequence is that the official life 
of a foreign minister is spent rocking in a diplomatic boat between 
the Scylla of the Neva Prospect and the Charybdis of the Winter 
Palace, with the result that it is generally wrecked on one or the 
other. This was the fate of Count de Witte, and of Prince Lobanoff, 
and it promises to be that of M. Izolsky. The ultimate aim of 
Russian territorial expansion is admittedly Constantinople, and she 
presses the enormous weight of her power spasmodically in that 
direction. When pressed back there she recoils, with all the force 
of a great gun, on the line of least resistance. Pushed back from the 
Bosphorus by the determined resistance of the great powers, she 
recoiled across Central Asia until stopped by the opposition of Japan. 
Then she once more pressed back upon the Balkans until unable to 
make any further progress in that direction she began to edge 
furtively toward Persia. There she is blocked by her entente with 
the United Kingdom, and it is this very entente which, supported by 
the foreign office, is regarded apparently askance by the palace. so 
that M. Izolsky’s boat 1s perilously near being driven ashore. That 
if it had not been for the barrier raised by the United Kingdom Rus- 
sia would have interfered in the struggle between the Shah and the 
nationalists long apo, there can be no reasonable doubt: That her 
power would have been cast on the side of the Shah, and that as a 
result of her protection the Shah would have been gradually reduced 
to the political level of a Central Asian Emir there can be less 
doubt still. Fortunately for Persia and for the nationalist cause 
there, the influence of the United Kingdom has been able to prevent 
the interference. If, however, the political gamblers in Russia 
should succeed in wrecking M. Izolsky, and gaining eontrol of the 
foreign policy of the country, the situation would immediately 
become serious.

The Colombia 
patriots and the commor folks will then show the world that they Are 
looking ahead, like true sons of the new world; that they are feso- 
lutely throwing off all that seems to clog their advance; aboye all 
things, that they are ridding themselves of that sense of limiation 
and handicap in their contact with the Anglo-Saxon, a sense so 
unworthy the heirs of those ultra-American types, the Spanish Con- 
quistadores. : 

Let the man of Spanish speech strive earnestly for a realization 
of his birthright—which is equality with the best, if he but seek the 
best—and the fear born of an illusive inferiority will give place to 
assurance, enterprise and cooperation. 

It is most gratifying news, therefore, that perfect harmony has 
been restored between Colombia and Panama, and that only fraternal 
feelings exist between the two republics. It must be the mission of 
the Panamanians to enlighten their friends on the extent and charac- 
ter of American achievement and American purpose on the isthmus. 
Americans will look to them to acquaint the men of their speech, 
North and South, with the force impelling their advance, and to enlist 
them all in what America stands for—the growth and spread of true 
democracy.

urgency calendar. The reason for it may 
be briefly stated. A diminishing increase 
11 the assessed valuation of the city 
of Boston has resulted in a corresponding 
diminution in the increase of funds available 
for school purposes. To meet an increase in school expenses of 
$144,000, over and above the item of supplies, the school committee 
will have at its disposal a revenue increased by only $63,542 tor the 
current financial year. Here, then, is a deficit, and one that 1s 
certain to be enlarged year by vear if the schools are maintained at 
their present standard of efficiency. 

The amount that may be appropriated in any one year for the 
support of the Boston public schools is fixed by the act of 1901 at 
$5.40 on each $1000 of the average valuation of the city tor the 
three years inmediately preceding. The average increase in the val- 
uation of the city tor 12 years previous to the passage of the act had 
been 3.24 per cent. and the act was passed by the Legislature on the 
assumption that this rate of increase would continue. However, the 
average increase for the four years immediately following the passage 
of the act was only 2.51 per cent; from 1905 to 1908, inclusive, it fell 
to 1.79 per cent, while for the fiscal year of 1908 alone it had 
dropped to 1.08 per cent. 

As this newspaper has heretofore explained, out of the $3.40 
per $1000, the law requires that 40 cents shall be appropriated solely 


for new school bunldings, and not less than 25 cents for repairs and 


alterations, which leaves only $2.75: per $1000 tor general school 
purposes. This is the basis upon which the committee figures an 
increase Of $65,342 in revenue. 

What is asked now 1s simply that the amount applicable to 
general educational purposes be increased from the present rate 
of $2.75 upon each $1000 of the average valuation of the city for 
the preceding three vears, to $2.85 tor the year ending Jan. 31, 1910, 
and 10 cents additional each vear thereafter until 1914, when it 
shall be $5.25. 

This demand upon the Legislature for a relief measure is backed 
bv every consideration of equity. The public schools, as has been 
shown, are not receiving the support intended to be given them 
under the act of 1901, but very much less, and for reasons which are 
utterly bevond the control of the school committee. There is no 
complaint and no hint of complaint with regard to the school man 
agement. It is intelligent, economical and efhcient. To this fact 
are we indebted for the high standard of work which has been main 
tained in the schools thus far under most adverse conditions. ‘The 
conditions should not be permitted to continue an hour longer t! 

Is necessary to correct them. 

The citizens of Boston will scarcely feel the additional tax: 
the public schools will be greatly benefited by it. Let the Legislature 
act favorably and quickly upon the measure of relief supported by 
the school committee
